Rich and poor alike packed 
their respective trunks and carpet | 
bags and hastened to interview the 
‘wise men.” who had promised them 
much, and fulfilled the promise by giv- 
ing all that was specially protested 
against. 

Royalties, which should neyer have! 
been imposed. and are not imposed in | 
any State in the Union. were abolished, 
and in.place thereof were substituted 
taxes 
lute and eternal destruction of every 
mine and mining industry in Ontario.

TASES 

Every person carrying on the business of min- 
ing for any of the said ores in this province 
shall pay a tax upon the gross quantity of the 
ores or minerals mined, raised or won during 
the preceding year from any mine worked by 
him, to be paid to the treasurer of the provinee 
for the use of the province at the following 
rates, or such less rates as may be substituted 


by proclamation of the Lieutenant-Governor, | 
namely 


(a) For ores of iron, fifty cents per ton; 

ib) For ores of zinc, $5 per ton, or $15 per ton 
of metal contents if partly treated or reduced ; 

ic) For ores of copper. $2 per ton, or $25 per 
ton of metal contents if partly treated or 
reduced ; 

id) For ores of nickel, bio per ton, or $4) 
ton of metal contents if partly treated 
reduced ; 

{e) For ores of copper and nickel, $7 per ton 
or $20 end $50 respectively per ton of meta! 
contents of copper and nickel if partly treated 
or reduced ; 

if Forall other ores or minerals, such ratea 
as may be from timeto time imposed by order- 
in council, but s0 as not to exceed five percent. 
of the selling prices thereof in a free market 

Thus, iron ore, on which 25 cents 18 a 
good profit, was to be taxed 50 cents 
per ton, and additionally the unfortun- 
ate owner was to go on raising ore 
whether he lost money by it or not, or 
forfeit ais claim. 

The mining of zinc, which is just 
commencing, was tO he “ encouraged” 
by the imposition of $5 per ton, and 
should the unfortunate who happened 
to mine the ore have some more money 
he ei to be ensouraged to erect A 
smeiter, by the knowledge that, if he 
did so, he could pay $15 per ton for the 
privilege. 

Copper the same. As we do not pro- 
duce ores of nickel we can leave that 
out of the question. 

Nickel-copper we will deal with 
further on; lastly, all other mining 
industries were to be ** encouraged ” by 
the imposition of some unknown tax, 
to be, apparently, estimated by some 
unknown person without reference, as 
with iron, to whether he was losing 
money or not, 

The encouragement to any mine 
owner thus was that if he opened and 
attempted to develop an iron mine he 

| was ruined ; if he erected a smelter and 
went to work to produce copper-nickel 
matte, he was subjected to a tax of $50 
per tonand additionally was and is, 
with the exception of the fayored Cana- 
| dian Copper Company (all Americans) 
prohibited by a previous order-in-coun- 
cil fromexportingit. As an encourage: | 
ment, however, he was to be permitted 
to refine it and then he MIGHT get his 
taxes remitted by ‘‘ order-in-council.”

Three Years’ Misieg Progress. 


It has now three years since the 
inception in the Hastings district of 
the mining development, which has 
been characterizing our country dur- 
ing this time and one is now able to 
sum up the present advantages and, to a 
considerable extent, to estimate the out- 
look for the future. 

There are now four properties in this 
listrict, with mills aggregating forty 
stamps, making monthly shipments of 
gold, These properties alone give 
employment tu over three hundred men 
most of whom are highly paid skilled 
laborers. .During this time, consider- 
ably over $100,000 have been expended 
in this county for machinery and a

At the Belmont mill there have just 
_been completed three double compart- 
ment shaft houses which, for neatness 
of framing, for accurate alignment of 
bracing and for stability, might stand 
as models. In fact, this wholé mine 
for automatic handling of the ore, for 
fuel saving devices, for amount of ore 
in sicht in proportion to actual labor 
expended and for smallness of staff, 
might well serve as a model of economy.

Owing to the 
favorable topography of the ground 
and the proximity Of water, a unique 
feature, there will the fact that the 
ore will be hoisted directly from the 
main shaft to the tap of the mill.

The Sovereign Gold Mining Co, have 
forty men at workjat Malone.

REVOLTING SCENES TOO HORRIBLE 
FOR DESCRIPTION. 


Bepert ef the Edtter of the thristias 
Herald—Tells of His Tour and tome of 
wel Suffering He Witnessed. 

A despateh from Bombay, says: 
‘Mr. Louis Kloepfs, of New York, 
publisher of the Christian Herald, who 
pean here May 14 and started at 
once on a tour of the famine-stricken 
| districts, has returned after travelling 

through the most sorely-smitten dis- 
triets of the Bombay Presidency, in- 
cluding Gujerat and Barola. He makes 
| the following statement regarding 
ihis observations :— 

“Everywhere [ met the most shock. 
ing and revolting scenes. The famine 
camps have been swept by cholera and 
smallpox, Fugitives scattering in all 
directions, and stricken in flight, were 
found dying in the fields and roadside 
ditches. The number at one relief sta. 
tion was increasing at the rate of 10,000 
per day. 

“ At Godhera there were 3,000 deaths 
from cholera within four days, and 
Dohad, 2.500 in the same period. The 
hoepital death-<rate at Godhera and 
Deohad was 90 per cent. 

PATIENTS FACING CORPSES. 

“The condition of the stricken sim- 
ply beggars description. Air and wa- 
ter were impregnated witb an intol- 
able stench of corpses. Al Ahmedabad 
the death rate in the poor-house was 
10 per cent, Every day I saw new 
patients placed face to face with 
corpses. In every fourth cot there 
was a corpee. 

“The thermometer read 115 in the 
shade. Millions of flies hovered around 
the uncleansed dysentery patients. 

“I visited the smallpox and cholera 
wards at Viragam. All the patients 
were lying on the ground, there being 
no cots. Otherwise their condition was 
fair. 

“I can fully verify the report that 
vultures, dogs, and jackals are  de- 
vourihg the dead. Dogs have been 
seen running about with children's 
limbs in their jaws. 

WORST IN THE CENTURY. 

“The Government is doing its best, 
bul the native officials are hopelessly 
and heartlessly inefficient. Between 
the famine, the plague, and the chol- 
era the condition of Bombay Presi- 
dency is nofw worse than it has been 
at any previous period in the [9th 
century. Whole families have been 
; blotted out. The spirit of the peopte 
is broken, and there may be something 
alili worse to come when the mon- 
‘goon breaks.”

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that he wan | 
junable personally to reply to the re-) 
quest, as he would have to consult his 
leolleagues. In a case of this kind the 
/Government could not be guided by in- 
| dividual instinet. A line bad been 
jdrawn at the principle that no aid 
jshould be granted except where the 
calamity was of a national character 
and beyond the possibility of relief by 
private charity. He would be inclined 
to think that this fire was not of that 
character but he recognized that 
while private charity would ordinarily 
be sufficient to meet such acase, it 
might not now, owing to the influence 
of the recent great fire in Hull and 
Ottawa. He promised the sympathetic 
consideration of the Government. 

THE MOUNTED POLICE. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier stated that last 
year the force consisted of 500 men, | 
exclusive of the 250 men in the Yukon, 
The average cost of maintaining 
them was $700 per man. There have 
gone to Sonth Africa 18 officers 
and 160 men. The force in the 
Yukon has dwindled to 175 men, the 
others having left to go eleawhere or 
engage in mining or other causes. En- 
listments have been going on to fill 
up the depleted ranks, so that there 
are now 347 men in the North-West 
jand 175 in the Yukon. The intention 
ia to make the necessary transfers so 
as to keep 500 men in the North-West 
and 250 in the Yukon. [t ww estimated 
that the expense of the force will 
ibe the same as last year, $353,750. 


| WINNIPEG CATHOLICS RESOLU- 
{ TION. 

Mr. Dugas called attention to the 
recent meeting of Winnipeg Catholica, 
at which a resolution was passed in- 
etructing the committee to trke im- 
mediate steps to lay their grievances 
on the achool question before the Do- 
minion Government, so that relief 
might be given them on the lines laid 
down in the Privy Council decision. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that he 
could quote to Mr. Dugas numerous 
resolutions of other Catholics expres- 
sing satisfaction with the school set- 
tlement. He had frequentty stated 
that, while the settlement was not 
perfect, it was the best that could be 
made under the circumatances. In De- 
cember, 1896, Mr. Greenway, speaking 
at Montreal, said he was prepared to 
listen to the minority if they appeal- 
ed to him. If any grievances now 6x- 
isted, the minority would have to look 
to the Provincial Government, and if 
they were then not satisfied with the 
treatment of the provincial author- 
itiea, they could appeal to Ottawa. 

FINES ON POSTAL EMPLOYEES.

A CLEVER MINING ENGINEER. 


The following short sketch of the 
career Of Mr. Leopold Meyer, of this 
village, which weclip from the Kings- 
ton Whig of Saturday last, will be read 
with interest by many hereabout. Mr. 
Meyer, besides being the mining expert 
of the Cataragui Mining & Smelting 
Company, of Kingston, is the expert 
engineer ot the(Sophia gold mine, near 
Queensboro, of the Catherine lead, zinc 
and silyer mine and of the St. Charles 
and Nugent iron mines. He has a 
private assay and business office over 
the = office and will probably make 
his headquarters in this village. His 
brother, Mr. Chas. L. Meyer, now of 
Ottawa, will likely haye charge of the 
smelting works at Kingston. 

“Mr. Leopold Meyer, the clever engi- 
neer of the Cataraqui Mining & Smeit- 
ing Company, which proposes to erect a 
amelter here, has had a remarkably suc- 

ul career and is to-day one of the 
foremost mining engineers in the world, 
He is veryjmodest about his past career, 
but it is one to be proud of, as it was 
all through marked by distinguished 
vrilliancy. He is one of few men in 
his. profession to receive royal recor- 
nition for valuable services rendered: 
He will. indeed, be an acquisition to 
Kingston's host of brilliantly learned 


en. 

Mr. Meyer was born at Antwerp, Bel- 
xium, in October, 1857. As a boy he 
showed inclination for the study of 
mathematics and mechanics. After a 
course of schooling he received the 
hy of military engineer from the 
military high school of Brussels, 
obtaining first place in competition 
with sixty pupils. He was obliged, 
however, to abandon his propused 
career as a military engineer because of 
an accident, which, fortunately, had 
no serious consequences; he was 
thrown from his horse and received 
injures which incapacitated him from 
military sevice, He took up the study 
of mining engieeering ; was successful 
and obtained his degree with honors. 
He then went to Spain to superintend the 
Cato Fortuna mines in the province of 
Murica, thence, in the same capacity he 
went to the lead, zinc and silver mines 
of Santa Barbara, in the Pasados, 
province of Cordolea, In both of these 
positions he proved successful, 

in 1887 the ‘Cia Mimeray Metal- 
lugica del Horcayo” appointed him 
oa ghee manager of its rich mines of 
ead and silver. Owing to his energy 
and talents these mines reached a con- 
dition of prosperity that they compete 
favorably with any in the world and 
are to-day the pride of Spain. In 
recognition of his services at these 
mines the queen of Spain decorated him 
with the cross of the commander of 
“Isobel de Catalica.” Owing to his 
indomitable energy the town of Hor- 
cayo, which he found consisting of a 
few scattered houses and tents de- 
veloped into a city of 6,000 people. 
Spacious streets were laid out and 
paved, beautiful buildings replaced 
tents and wooden shacks, education 
and culture replaced roughness and 
lawlessness and the city is now counted 
among the most modern in Spain. He 
was instrumental in grapes J boys’ 
and girls’ {schools for the teaching of 
technology, and which are supplied 
with the very latest approved appli- 
ances ; and also was responsible for the 
building of churches, installing of an 
electric lighting plant, telephone service, 
endowment of an hospital, ete. In fact 
he set about building up a modern city 
and suceseded in every detail. There 
is also tor the pleasure of the inhabi- 
tants, a casino, or opera house, named 
after the discoverer of America. 

In order to diffuse instraction to the 
workmen of this city Mr. Meyer estab- 
lished night schools for adults, supply- 
ing them with all necessary appliances. 
He also was instrumental in forming a 
brass band. He has great hopes for the 
future of the city which he founded and 
helped to develop. 

In 1889 Mr. Meyer invented and per- 
fected a large concentrating plant at 
the mines, the workings.of whchi he 


.| auperintended. The plant continues to 


give results and perfect satisfac- 
It can use up thirty tons of ore 
per diem. Repeated improvements added 
after the plant was erected brought it 
as near a condition of perfection as 
possible. The mine at which this plant 
was erected is worked at a depth of 
1,200 feet. divided into six levels, each 
a mile long. :

George Wilson, the general manager | the 


of the Sovereign Gold Mining and 
Developing Company of Ontario, Lim- 
ited, returned early this morning from 
the mines, and says everything around 
there is on the boom and the mill is 
being pushed and the ore crushed at the 
rate of over 20 tons per day. He 
expects to havea brick of gold by the 
end of next week at the latest. Stock 
is now selling at 25c.—Saturday's 
Kingston Whig. 

According to the terms of the by-law 
to be voted on by the ratepayers of 
Kingston on June 27th eranting a 
benus to the Cataraqui Mining & 
Smelting Company for the erection of 
their smelting works in that city, the 
promoters, Messrs, Chas. L. Meyer and 
Thos. ©, Gordon. of Oitawa, and Leo- 
pold Meyer, of Madoc, agree to erect a 
plant to apt 100 men 800 days in 
the year, to produce 100 tons of pig tron 
daily, and to spend at least $200,000 in 
erecting the plant. Smelting must 
commence not later than Dec. Bist, 1901. 
The city agrees to give a bonus of $4,000 
yearly for fifteen years, to grant $9,000 
cash to purchase a site which will be 
raised by debentures payable in fifteen 
yearly instalments of $810 each, and to 
exempt the company from taxation 
(except school taxes and local improve- 
ment rates) for twenty years. 


In dinging over the debris of an aban- 
doned mine in the Ishpeming territory, 
Michigan, bought as a speculation for 
$2,600, some miners found $50,000 worth 
of gold on the copper plates of the 
tumbledown old mill. Some of the 
pate were coyered to the thickness of 
alf-an-inch with amalgam, and many 
had undergone such a chemical change 
that the copper was entirely eaten 
away. This left the entire thickness of 
Id worth about $20 to the ounce. 
iners and farmers in the neigchbor- 
hood had intended to use the plates as 
roofing sheets for their little cottages, 
but found them yery heavy and threw 
them back upon the dumps as waste.

Buller Forces Almond’s Nek. 


London, June 12.~—The war office 
posta the following despatch fron Gen, 
Buller: ‘‘ Headquarters in Natal, June 
ll. We foreel Almond’s Nek to-day. 
It is not marked on the map, but ie the 
last defile to Charleston Flats. The 
enemy were in considerable force with 
several guns in position. The brunt of 
the fighting fell upon the Second Dor- 
sets, who carried the position at the 

int of the bayonet, and the Third 

avalry Brigade, who were heavily 
attacked on our right from very broken 
country round Iketini Mountain. I 
hope our casualties are less than 100, 
which, considering the extreme length 
of the ition, is much less than I 
expected. The whole attack was

Baller's Steady Adyauce. 


The Associated Press despatches 
dated London, June il, says: ‘The 
Boers haye torn up 21 miles ot Lord 
Roberts’ vital line of railway between 
America Siding and Rodeval. It isa 
bold raid and vexatious, but it does not 
disquiet the military authorities as yet 
for they expect General Kelly-Kenny to 
drive off the marauders and to reopen 
the line. 

Nothing has beeu heard from Lord 
Roberts for three days. This raid on 
the railway, the strenuous opposition 
to General Rundle and the nimble 
escape of Commandant-General Botha’s 
division forced the war office observers 
to the reluctant conclusion that the 
war is not yet over, althouch even the 
occasional civilian Boer sympathizer 
cannot see how the Boers will be able 
to do anything to change the result. 

General Buller is in Boer territory. 
Despatches of correspondents with him 
filed yesterday at sunset describe the 
corps as camping at Gansolei, close to 
the point where the frontiers of the 
Free State, the Transyaal.and Natal 
meet. “The British marched eight 
miles. yesterday.” says a Reuter cor-

Extracts from a Letter Weittes ‘by Corporal 
A. P. Vanoraam to fils Parents. 


The following excerpt from a letter 
from Corporal A. F. Vanornam, of the

I think the fire 
directed on us was a heavier one than 
that directed on the Highland Brigade 
at Magersfontein. The Boers were 
either off color or are very poor 
marksmen, or we would have lost more 
heavily. I have seen an article 
from a Russian paper which says that 
it was nothing to England's credit fcr 
forty thousand men, well fed with 
chocolate, whiskey and wine to 
to bay fiye thousand half-s i 
uncouth farmers. All I can say to 
this is that Cronje and his men were 
better fed than we, At the time we 
were put on short rations, our daily 
allowance being three hard tack uits 
per day (our full allowance should be 
about nine per day) one quarter pound 
of meat, without bone et this con- 
sisted of more than half bone and gristle 
and our full ration is fixed in the 
reeulations as being, I think, one pound 
and a quarter), and about a pint of cof- 
fee day, we ma. to endure 
the evtenins we were ex to, such 
as rain, cold nights, and being without 
great coats or blankets. As for the 
wines, etc! Ye Gods, common beer 
would have satisfied the majorty. 

Gen. French is the greatest general 
we have out here and has done excellent 
work. You speak of “ C. company” 
being favorites. All I know is that we 
were given the first chance and we took 
it. hat followed, you know. Well, 
we are, da you can see, still at * 
fontein, and I for one would be quite 
satisfied to remain here on 
duty and let some of the troops who 
have not yet seen action have a trial.

Greasy and alimy sponges can be 
made perfectly clean by allowing 
them to stand for an hour in a pan 
of very hot water whicha teaspoonful 
of salt and a piece of soda the size of 
& walnut have been placed. Hinse 
thoroughly in clear cold water. 

Warm food should never be put into

| foods and also gives off its own. But- 
ter and milk should have separate 
compartments.

Her 
Majesty's post-office savings bank 
‘cannot be garnisheed, 

The government has agreed to 
accept an amendment relating to 
binder twine which will prove of 
immense benefit to farmers. Those 
who are acqttainted with the prod- 
uct know that binder twine of good 
material will produce a minimum 
length of 600 feet to the pound, 
whereas in the case of inferior ma- 
terial the length runs from 350 feet 
to the pound up. Many farmers 
are not aware of this, and conse- 
quently are liable to be imposed 
upon when, making purchases by 
dealers who feel so disposed. In 
such cases they not only get a twine 
of inferior texture, which is liable to 
become clogged in the binder, but 
there is a deficiency in length, 
which would not be the case if the 
twine was of good quality. The 
proposition is that every package 
‘shall be stamped with the number of 
ndunds therein contained, and also 
the length of twine in each pound. 
A penalty is provided for intringe- 
ment of this regulation so that any 
importer, dealer, retailer, or agent is 
liable to a fine unless the required 
stamp is on the twine, and likewise 
on the baH, parcel or package. The 
law is deemed to be violated if the 
length or weight of twine is five per 
cent. less than that stated. The pen- 
alty will be imposed by summary 
conviction, and the law will.not go 
into forée until September Ist, 1900.

A NEW PROCESS 


Of Treating Nickle Copper Ores Combina- 
thon Reasting, Smetiing and Converting 
Purnace. 

We have lately mentioned several 
times that a small experimental plant 
had been erected near town by Mr. R 
R, Gamey for the purpose of treaying 
the nickle copper ores of this district 
by a new process, says the Sudbury 
Journal, We are now informed that 
the plant has been sold, and is being 
shipped to Worthington, where it will 
be rebuilt on a larger and more practi- 

cal basis. 

This furnace is designed to combine 
the different operations of roasting, 
smelting and converting into one 
process, continuous throughout, with- 
out pause or interyal, from the raw ore 
to the finished matte. 

In most sulphurets and sulphides, 
the sulphur in the raw ore constitutes 
a fuel, sufficient in quantity to supply 
all the heat required to smelt the ore ; 
the difBculty hitherto haying been to 
manipulate the ore and combine the 
pocesses in such a way as to take full 
advantaye of this fact. and this is just 
what this furnace is claimed to effect. 
It will do away with open-air roasting 
and the necessity of, haying large 
accumulations of ore on the roast heaps. 
The ore has only to be crushed to cer- 
tain sizes, and is then put through the 
roast-hearth and furnace in from eight 
to ten hours. It will also saye the cost 
of seyera! handlings of the ore. 

A revolying hearth is connected with 
the furnace, the heat and gases from 
the furmace passing over the ore on the 
hearth and roasting it there, The fur- 
nace vases are, of course, at a very high 
temperature in the arch where they 
first meet the ore, this temperature 
becoming rapidly lower as the gases 
trayel towards the stack throuch the 
flue. Thus the ore travels gradually 
from a lower intoa higher temperature, 
discharging finally into the furnace at 
& maximum temperature. 

The temperature. of the ore at 
dischargemay be reculated by the leneth 
of time it remains on the carriage or 
hearth. The ore is also controlled by 
the speed of the carriage and the 
volume of the feed and discharge. 

It will thus be seen that the ore may 
be fed into the furnace at any desired 
temperature below the maximum of the 
furnace gases. that is, it may practi- 
cally be ready to fuse when it reaches 
the furnace. 

he ore reaches the furnace in a state 
borderiag on chemical decomposition, 
and carrying with it sufficient fuel, 
when combined with the air from the 
tuyeres, to smelt the whole, thus doing 
away with the necessity of using any 
carbonaceous fuel or coke. The semelt- 
ing may be made more or less rapid, at 
will, by increasing or decreasing the 
air pressure at the tuyeres, the slower 
process, however, usually giving a 
better grade of matte. The converting 
action takes place in a cupola hood 
placed over two-thirds of the well, 
which is lower by several feet than the 
furnace. Air is inserted into this hood 
and comes in contact with the fallin 
liquid from the furnace, removing re 
phur and impurities, thus permitting a 
higher grade of matte, or the produc- 
tion of a particular grade at a more 
rapid rate than would be possible with- 
out the use of the hood. Then the-cost 
of a plant under this process, including 
roasting hearth, furnace and converter, 
will not be any more than the cost of 
an ordinary smelter of the same capac- 
ity and now being used in this district 
for making matte. 

The inventor of this furnace, Mr. J. 


| D. McDonald, has had many years of 


practical experience in the smelting of 
yritic ores. Back in the early eighties 
16 worked in the Western States, then 
was afterwards foreman on one of the 
smelting works in the Sudbury district 
for several years, and later again he 
spent several years experimenting in 
the Western States. So much time 
and money had been spent on pyritic 
smelters to no purpose that he found it 
difficult to get anyone to take up the 
ideas he had, but finally Mr. R. R, 
Gamey, after careful 
decided to erect a test plant, and the 
success oMtained with it decided a com- 
pany to buy that plant and have it re- 
built on a larger scale as stated above.

Fire in Huntingdon. 

About six o'clock Saturday evening 
fire broke out in the frame residence

Mr, O'Connell's neigh- 
bors rushed to his assistance as soon as 
the fire was noticed, and did all they 
could to save the household effects, but 
the building burned very rapidly and 
soon itand nearly all the contents of 
the apper story were in ashes.

The loss is eati- 
mated at about $1,000. The amount of 
insurance is not known, but will not 
likely be more than 8350, Mr. O’Con- 
nell will probably rebuild at once.

The fam- 
ous relic now reposes in the Museo 
Borbonic, at Naples, Italy.

tions from the new mistress they 
leave her also for higher wages and 
still further instructions elsewhere, 
| This condition of (hinge is a disgrace 
to the intelligence of housekeepers. 

The largest blame resie with the 
mistress, for her intelligence ia great~ 
er, and intelligence has ite responsi-+ 
bilities. Servanis themaelvea are not 
going to take the trouble or go to 
the expense of acquiring proper 
training if they can be just as well 
remunerated without. There should be 
education, first, for the mistireas, for 
only from that can come education 
of the maid. A foreman in a foundry — 
or overseer in a building, knows how 
to do the work of the men under him, 
| otherwise they wonld slight it, part- 
ly because be could not recognize 
good work, and partly because he 
would not discover faults. Many per- 
sons have servants only for a part 
of the time, hence the greater nece® 
sity for domestic knowledge. The rem- 
edy for the domestic problem, is the 
achool for domestic science, an instix 
tution which brings about the desired 
results of mrking housekeeping a sci- 
ence, housework a trade. The most 
successful school for domestic science

The government has agreed to accept an amendment relating to binder twine which will 
proye of immense benefit to farmers, Those who are acquainted with the product know that 
binder twine of good inaterial will produce a minimum length of 660 feet to the pound, whereas 
in the case of inferior material the length runs from 30 feet to the pound up. Many farmers ane 
tot aware of this, and consequently are} lable to be imposed apon, when making purchases, by 
dealers who feel so disposed. In euch cases they not only get a twine of inferior texture, which is 
liahle to‘ become clogged im the binder, but there is « deficiency in length, which would not be the 
case if the twine were of good quality. The proposition is that every package shall be stamped — 
with the number of pounds therein contained, and also the length of twine in each pound, A 
penalty is provided for infringement of this regulation so that any importer, dealer, retailer or 
agent is Lable to a ime unless the required stamp is om the twine, asd Mkewise on the ball, parcel 
or package. The law is deemed to be violated if the length or weight of twine is five percent. leas 
than that stated. The penalty will be imposed by summary conviction, and the law will not go 
inte force until Sepember Let, 100.

HARROWING CORN. 


Some kinds of corn will do better 
than others on certain soils, writes 
Mr. F. E. Bradley. [ have been’ experi. 
menting with seed corn for six years 
and have a variety that I plant on 
thin soil that will outyield any corn I 
ever saw, while [ plant a different 
variety on strong land. In selecting 
seed corn i 
out to the field before there is any 
frost, Take a basket, go through 
the field and pick the medium-sized 
and well-developed ears from the beat 
stalks. When I get 4dor 5bul tie 
the ears together with twine and 
hang them up where they can dry out 
before a freeze comes. In this way I 
have never missed a good stand of 
corn. : 

Oorn followed by oats, is the proper 
way to raise a good corn crop, unless 
it should be to plant od. Where so 
many make a mistake is to plant the 
sanve field to corn three or four years 
in succession, and of c ilways 
plow the ground in the spring. Corn 
after corn is what wears out land. One 
year small grain and then one’ year 
will never wear out land, if you will 
feed the land and keep it up. Stubble 
ground is clear of atalks and trash and 
ean be tended much better and with 
less labor than sialk ground. Proper- 
ly fitting the ground before planting 
is the mrost important part of 
culture.

been greatly proi by the action 
‘ot the dominion parliament in enact- 
fy Nga bounty act of June 29th, 
1897, which provided for the paye!

A CARVING LESSON. 


A saddle of mutton should be carved 
in lomg slices, half lean, half fat. A 
cut should be made down the whole 
length peraliel with the backbone and 
slices cut diagonally from the centre 
of the back to the end of the ribs. A 
leg of mutton should be held with the 
forks wo that the inmer side is toward 
the carver; the knife must be inserted 
near the thickest part, but must not 
eut through to the bone. The slices 
should pot be too this, but rather 
wedge shaped, the first one not being 
removed till two or three dnsertions 
have been made. The knuckle end ts 
more glutinous than the other, and is 
consequently regarded by some as a 
delicacy. When the centre of the 
meat is insufficiently cooked to please 
the guest, the kuuckle end will often 
bs found in much more suitable ocondi- 
tion. In carving ea loin achop should 
be given to each person. 

A shoulder of mutton is as easy to 
mbnipuiate, once the right side to cut 
be decided on; this can easily be as 
certained by trying where the fork 
goes through on (the forepart, ihe meai 
boing then cut in rather thick pieces.

WATER FOR COWS, 


How miny dairymen appreciate the 
amount of water thelr cowe need, both 
to digest their food and so farnish that! 
needed for their milk supply? A cow! 
cannot work over her food nor supply 
milk without water and plenty of it, | 
it takes four pounds or half a gallon) 
of water to every pound of dry matter 
in the food; this means nearly 100 
pounds of water for a cow reeriving 
dry food alone. If the food contains 
water as in silage or roots, of course 
the amount rejuired is less. 

The Geneva Siation found that cows 
in full milk require four and three- 
fifths pounds of for every 
pound of milk. Thus a cow would 
need in her food and fur drinking, 
ninety-two pounds of water to every 
twenty pouads of milk, Now, if a\ cow

The man who 
can’t afford to take the time to weigh 
his miik, would save ibe price of many 
scales and also prevent many dolars 
from geiting away, if he knew a lit- 
tle or a great deal more about the 
animals he is fecuing. © Feed is bigh 
this year, and brau, bay, corn, ete., are 
high fuels to beat water, cows aod 
stables with, Yet there are going to 
be maaoy tous used this winter for just 
that purpose, and the asers will be un- 
animously of the onion that “dairy- 
ing don't pay.”

Linseed meal is also bene- 
ficial if fed sparingiy; when given too 
freely it is api to cause looseness of 
the bowels, anu has a tendency to pro- 
duce molting. P.enty of sweet milk is

mulk will often cause bowel trouble. 
Meat, fresh or uried, is a very good 
food. If a suppiy of poultry food be 
bought by the quantity in the fall, it 
will greatly les.en ihe feed bill. On
